JANUARY IS LAST OPPORTUNITY TO ORDER 

THE AMERICAN ARTS GOLD MEDALLIONS 

The U. S. Treasury has announced that 
January 31, 1985 will be the last date on 
which anyone may order the American Arts 
gold medallions. The five one ounce and 
five half ounce medallions will form a 
unique collection. They are shown on the 
inside cover facing this page. 

■Viewed strictly as an investment the 
medals have some advantages over Krug e rands, 
Canada Mapleleafs, etc. Since you buy them 
direct from the U. S. Treasury you have no 
worry about counterfeits. Similar bullion 
gold items usually pass thru several harms 
before reaching you and there are reports 
of people receiving counterfeits of non- 
precious metal. There are also reports of 
people sending their money for gold items 
to unscrupulous dealers who never send the 
coins paid for. I expect that you will get 
your medallions from the U.S. Treasury when 
your oheok has cleared, and they do not ask 
for money order or certified check which cost- 
extra when you order from most dealers* 

Your cost will be about the same as for 
similar amounts of gold in other forms. The 
one ounce medallions weigh 1,111 ounce and 
contain a full troy ounce of gold. They cost 
§16. over the spot price of an ounce of gold. 
The halcf ounce medallions cost §12 over the 
spot price of one half ounce of gold. There 
may be a small shipping ' charge in addition. 

It cost §5.00 for three ounce and three half 
ounce medallions j for shipping.
